The citv councillors at their last 
meeting appointed a cornnntteo from 
their bodv to report upon tlio working 
of 'tlie police system in this municipal- 
ity. Very strong grounds were taken 
bv some o'f the sjjoakL'rs in opposition 
to tlio continuiinco of the system and 
fome facts of a damaging nature were 
adduced.ajRecent events within tlic 
city limits have denioustfated that Vic- 
toria stands in need of the constant pros 
enoo of fill liiT policemen to ensure ef- 
ficiency, and the failure to capture any of 
thcpc^rsons ongftgcd in the recent daring 
houbcbreakingshaa shown how weak the 
force is. The superintendenbhasbeeu ab- 
sent from the city for some two months 
oniprovuicial duty, while one-half his 
salary is jiaid from the municipal rev- 
enue. Under the arrangement the 
provincial government may order 
the entire municipal force to perform 
duty beyond the dity limits and thus 
leave the city ratei)ayers who defray 
the cuiit without thesligbtestprotection. 
The council protests against a contin- 
uance of the system, because it impairs 
thefefEciency of the force. At all 
ovkit.s, the directing or re.s; Misible 
hf'ttd of the department should bo al- 
ways within easy call. If anyone is 
drafted for provincial business it should 
not 1)0 the su|)erintendent. Ho.at least, 
should bo a purely local officer. Un- 
der the exi.^tiiig arrangement the niun- 
icii>ality pays one-half the superintend- 
ent's salary and the province the other 
half; but there is no law that makes 
the arrangement binding; and it may 
be terminated by either party at will. 
We would therefore suggest that the 
city take the initiative in the matter 
by" declaring the 'arf and-'arf arrange- 
ment at an end and that a superinin- 
dent of its own be appointed. At the 
sanio ti^f it..should urge the city niem- 
Wra'^to inovo.the government to bring 
dp.wn an amendment to the Act which 
■'confers on the Province the right to 
the services of tho municipal police be- 
yond the city limits. In no other way 
can the pristine efficiency of the force 
be restored and proper protection af- 
forded the ratepayers who support it. 

TIJ£ ISLAND RAILWAY AX D 
IMPERIAL INTERESTS. 

Read what Gen. Selby Symth says 
of the importance of guarding our coal 
stores from a possible inroad by a Rus- 
- aian force : 

!| V -^n'the event of war Russia would be 
-''ia a position io hai-asa not only Hongkong 
and the China and Japan trade, but to 
send a squadron aoroa.s tho ocean in thirty 
days to jittnck tho western Bcaport of the 
Dominion. - Our security in tho Pacific 
requires Esquimalt to bo well guarded ; 
our fleets must keep the sea, if neoeaaary, 
in all weathers, and they cannot do so 
without coal. That important element is 
in ample stock and of prime quality ut 
Nauaimo. Tho British navy is scattered 
over tho Pacific and there were no works 
of defence at Vancouver till Inst year ; no 
forts for tho protection of our coal ; no- 
thing but British prestige and a few com- 
panies of militia at Victoria -and up tho 
Praeer river. " 

These words are re echoed by the 
Edinburgh Review. They are invalua- 
ble at this time, because they demon- 
strate the military necessity of a rail- 
,„w,ay jto connect Esquimalt with Na.nai- 
- linio. Of th'e^ooraajeroial importance of 
' 'such a line th^re has never been the 
'.; le^st'doubt expressed.

"••THe London Times of Thursday re- 
peated its " statement of Wednesday 
that there are difl'erenccs in tho cabi- 
net. It says the arguments in favor

oiijcctions" of Brioht and -Chamber- 
lain have been surrendered. It may 
be assumed that the question is an

settlement in a sense favorable to the 
retention of BnioHT and Chamberlain, 
who have'iiot, perhaps^ converted their 
colleagues to iheir views, but have pre- 
yented action the other way and it 
i^ih/BOou not be worth while to at- 
tempt to enforce tho opposite view.

where there is the best of good land 
they havo just " to grin and bear it." 
So with the Canadian Pacific railway 
if tho Dominion government chooses to 
locate tho line from Siivona Ferry to 
Tote Jaune Cache via the North 
Thdiiipsoa river where good land is not 
the fault is theirs and tho consequences 
theirs. Had British Columbians tho 
choosing they would have it run north- 
wards by Lake La Hache, the mouth of 
Quesnolle, Pino Pass and Peace Kiver, 
where good land is, w'hich the Domin- 
ion would get. As the lino, is project- 
ed from Savona's Fony. to^';^hei Rocky 
Mountains it will run w'lfere'ii^ill do 
tho least good both to British Colum- 
bians and the Doniinion. 

If, on tho one hand, the Dominion will 
obtain but little land, on tho other Brit- 
ish Columbians will derive but little bene- 
fit. To como to British Columbia under 
the circumptancos after ignoring tho min- 
ing regions, tlio central and. northern 
grazing and a,?ricultural sections lind tho 
Peaco River Valley, and to ask for the 
pick of all that it po.sse.ssea of value is ono 
of tho boldest applications over heard of. 
Apart altogether from tho unro.isonablo 
character of tho Dominion request is the 
question whether tho Dominion would, if 
it obtained tho land, make better use of 
it than tho province. Although tho Do- 
minion has owned a bolt of land between 
Esquimalt andNanaimo 70 miles in length 
and 20 miles in breadth for over 5 years 
not the slightest efTort has been made to 
attract settlors to it. Indeed, those who 
would havo gone upon it and improved 
it have not been able to obtain u single 
acre by pre-emption, purchase, or any 
other way. Imagine tlio Dominion ap- 
plication granted and over twelve niilliona 
of tho choicest provincial lands in the 
same predicament as the EBquimnlt and 
Nanaimd belt. What remedy would tho 
province havo? None whatever! Our 
handful of members at Ottawa would 
doubtless protest, as they havo done 
.nbout tho Island lands; but thoy would 
bo powerless to move tho.imajority from 
the larger provinces. Now, wore the pro- 
vincial government to lock up .tho lands 
all tho local members would be interested 
in throwing them open and they would 
forco tho government to remove tho re- 
serve. 

Since May last tlioDominion has owned 
a forly-milo belt in width and f)00 niilos 
in length upon tho mainland. Has it done 
anything, , with .it? Nothing at_ all; .1I- 
though the belt contains good agricultund 
lands surveyed by tho province in tho 
lower Fraser valloj'. Tlioro is a Dojninion 
agent professedly appointed to deal with 
tho lands and all he has so far done is to 
ask for moro. I commend to tho consid- 
oration of tho Dominion Government tlio 
parable of the talents, and tlio case of 
the man who wont and hid tlio talent 
entrusted to him and for not making use 
of it had It taken aw.iy from him. Judg- 
ing by the past five years' , oxperienco— 
an^ expenendb' is^ihe'^hest\pf| all.,t^^ 
— the provincd.fi'ad better have the lands 
than tho Dominion because the province 
does niiike moderate use of thorn, whilst 
tho Dominion keeps them locked up.

Offioial Oruolty. 



I never heard of a more abominable 
case of cruelty than that disclosed at a 
recent inquest held by Mr. John Hum- 
phreys, the Coroner, upon a poor wp 
man who wan found dead upon the steps 
of the Poplar Union, At nine o'clock 
at night she first applied for admission, 
telling the porter that^f ho did not let 
her in she should die. Ho aiisworetl 
that without an order from the reliev- 
ing officer, which she had tried in vain 
to procure, "She must remain out all 
night." Again she begged him to let 
Iier in, s.\ving, "I cannot move further 
— 1 Hhall die," whereupon the porter re- 
plied, "Then you must die." At about 
one o'clock the poor creature again re- 
[letitedly importuned the dcrbcrns for 
shelter, but all to no effect. Between 
three and four o'clock — six hours after 
application for admission — tho poor 
outcimt died, and was removed by tho 
police to tho mortuary. Tho night 
wotchman, who did not deny tfae«facts 
of the case, ndmilted that he occnfiion- 
ally absented himself, and left an aged 
pauper in charge of the gate. Tho Cor- 
oner,of course, "animadverted in strong 
language," and tho jury exhibited the 
customary "indignation;" but this re- 
volting case must not bo allowed to end 
here. — I^pndon Truth.

It bart- 
ered its politfcal autonomy for' a railroad, 
and has rtot got payment; nenco tho pre- 
sent popular agitation in tlio province, 
and on cxpres.sion of o))inion, at a recent 
meeting in Victoria, that tho countrj' 
would be better oil" as n crown colony 
than nttaclied to the Dominion. Tills is 
a very humiliating confoBsion for mon of 
Anglo-Saxon blood to make, after hating 
enjoyed tho right of reprcsontativo gov 
ornmont. It is not without some show of 
reason, however. If British Columbia 
wore a crown colony it ruler would bo 
direotly ro.spon.^iblo to tho Colonial Secre- 
tary in Downing street, and tho homo gov- 
ernment would pvotect its interests; but 
it is now nominally a provinco of tho Do- 
minion, which 18 not a nation, and lacks 
tho pftwor a.") well as tho right to tako tho 
initiative in matters involving sover- 
eignty. As a territory of tlio Union 
tho condition of British Columbia would 
bo iiifinituly hotter than it can possibly bo 
as a tail to tho Dominion kite, prostrated 
by the tariff and iinpoverishod by . tho 
public debt of Canada. Tlio island col- 
ony of Ifon-foundland has proaorvod its 
indcpondonca and prosperity, and reject- 
ed every overtnro from tho homo govern- 
ment to join tho Dominion. — 8. F. Pod, 
ISth t)w(.
